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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of the 
foregoing amendments and in view of the following reasons. Claims 11-14 and 17-21 are 
canceled. Claims 1-10 and 15 are pending in this application. 

Applicants thank the Examiner for withdrawing previous rejections. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. S 112 

In regard to Claims 17-21, the Examiner stated: 

Regarding claim 17, new subject matter, "An article of 
manufacture including a computer-readable medium having 
instructions stored thereon that. If executed by a computing device, 
cause the computing device to perform operations comprising", 
was not disclosed in the specification, as originally filed. Claims 
18-21 are dependent claims and are rejected for the same 
reasoning. 

(Office Action, page 2). 

While Applicants disagree with the Examiner, Claims 17-21 are canceled to advance 
prosecution. Withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested.
